W ashington, Fob. 14.—Mr. Allison 
(Iowa), the ranking Republican mem- 
bt r i>f the financial committee, addressed 
tin- senate on the financial measure, 
fie said in part that the pending mea s- 
tnv was proposed to deal with the cur- 
r« u* y question in a large and general 
way. Mr. Allison referred to the senate 
substitute for the house hill and said 
then* was no proposition to change the 
existing currency—gold and silver cor­ 
tin . D o s , greenbacks, treasury notes aud 
national bank notes. 
Mr. Allison said that from 179s to 1873 
this conn try had a double standard of 
value. He said that since the enactment 
cf the law of 1873 there had not passed 
current a single dollar of any kind of 
United States money that was not on 
absolute parity w ith the gold dollar. 
The passage of this bill would practi­ 
cal! v re-enact the provisions of the law 
of 1873. 
Said he bi part: “ The present hill 
makes the greenbacks absolutely re­ 
deem d>le in gold coin. In no sense does 
tlx* It ll provide for the elimination of 
grc nbacks I'rom ourcurrency. I want to 
r< iterate that tin re is nor a proviso n In 
the hist section cf t .o senate substitute 
that 
not now a {.att of the law or that has 
not been the practice of the government since 
IK9. 
Mr. Lindsay vKv.) inquired whether, in ease 
there should be a deficit, the gold obtained 
from the salt' of bonds under the bill could be 
Usui to pay current expenses of the govern­ 
ment. 
Mr. Allison—Under the provisions of the sen­ 
ate sui-t ;tute, to which I ani directing my re* 
snarks, these bonds for obtaining gold can be 
sold only when the reserve falls below $b0,000,- 
Oui; and I want here and now to express my 
ti ria conviction and belief that it will never be 
necessary under the bill to sell bonds for thai 
purpose.

Mr. Lindsay—But will not the ultimate re­ 
sult be the retirem ent of the greenback ? 
Mr. Allison—Under this bill the greenbacks 
cannot be retired. I want to say that the re­ 
tirement, of tho greenbaoks, or any other part 
of our money, should never be attempted with 
out the most careful scrutiny and the wisest 
consideration of tile legislation providing for 
It. 
In response to another question by Mr. Lind­ 
say, Mr. Allison said that the greenbacks, 
under the provisions of the pending bill, prac­ 
tically would be a gold certificate, and he 
added: ‘‘It is so now.” 
Mr. Allison sr.id that the bill did not provide 
for the exchange of silver notes for gold be­ 
cause tile committee did not deem it necessary, 
faith of the government had been pledged 


Mr. Jones declared that the measure provided 
clearly for a permanent increase in the bonded 
debt of tile country, and that it is a monstrous 
proposition that any executive officer of the 
government should have the power to bond the 
American people. 
Speaking of the provision of the bill which 
will enable national banks to issue currency up 
to the par value of bonds deposited, Mr. Jones 
declared that the result of the authorization of 
national bailies to issue so great an amount of 
currency as they would be able to issue by the 
provisions of the pending bill would be to 
place in the hands of the banks the credit of 
the entire people and the power, in times of 
financial prt-ssure and financial stringency, ab­ 
solutely to bankrupt thousands of people by 
calling in loans in the regular conduct of their 
banking business. 
“This bill places in the hands of the national 
banks the control of the bonded debt of the 
country,” said Mr. Jones. 
‘‘Whenever the 
banks see fit they can reduce the gold reserve 
below the limit and force an issuance of bonds, 
and this process can go on indefinitely.” 
Mr. Jones spoke with bitter sarcasm of the 
financial dependance of the United States, de­ 
claring that a cock light in India, or a war in I 
Africa with the Boers, disturbed the finances j 
af bl),(XX*,OOO Americans. 
He maintained that this country should have 
its own distinctive money which would int 
desert us in time of trial, and in conc his ii a 
advocated the issue of a paper currency by the 
government alone. This currency should be 
entirely independent of gold, silver or any­ 
thing else that possessed inherent value. Such 
money, he argued, regulated in amount in ac­ 
cordance with the population of the country, 
w ould be the best and steadiest money ever 
seen in the world. 
The death of representative C. A. 
Chickering was announced, and tho fol­ 
lowing senators were appointed as a 
funeral committee: Platt, Mason, Scott, 
Turner and Sullivan.

N e w Y o r k , Feb. 14.—The stock mar­ 
ket gave evidence yesterday that the 
selling movement to take profits which 
developed about the middle of last week 1 
had run its course. 
The professional I 
operators in stocks, who hesitated to re* I 
ame operations on the eve of a double ! 
holiday, were buyers at the opening 
yesterday. There was no evidence of, 
renewal of outside 
demand, orders 
through commission houses being on a 
very small scale and not showing a 
notable increase as prices made progress 
upward, but the professional traders 
bought with confidence and maintained 
prices quite firmly, apparently with 
faith that outside demand woald de­ 
velop. 
The southern group of Trunk lines, in 
which the influence and control of Penn­ 
sylvania arc becoming dominant by 
Dirge purchases of stock of the compet­ 
ing companies, were all markedly strong, 
Pennsylvania leading %vith an extreme 
rise of 8%. Baltimore and Ohio prefer­ 
red rose over 2 points, being greatly af­ 
fect* d by the January statement of 
earnings, which showed practically all 
of the increase in gross earnings saved 
for net, with the resulting increase in 
the latter of over $G61,000, or nearly 158 
per cent.

A Remarkable Story Kent to a Brussels 
I'aper From Fretorla. 


14.—Le Petit Bion, in 
correspondence from Pretoria, publishes 
an extraordinary account of 2,000 British 
soldiers, who, it is said by the writer, 
arrived toward tho end o f December 
last during the retreat from Dundee, at 
the river Maputa, the boundary between 
Swaziland and Portuguese territory.

The re was a sharp discus­ 
sion in the committee and several tilts 
between members brought on by an 
effort to make the platform read as it 
bad I wen draw n up, that the govern­ 
ment should seize- the railroad! rn pay­ 
m ent of actual value and -with -ut pay­ 
ment for franchise values. 
Unanimous 
action was finalis obtained by catting 
out the wolds “ ira lichi se values,” in­ 
serting instead 
the phrase “ watered 
stock or other fictitious values.** 
Tho committee also unanimously fa­ 
v o r e d direct popular legislation as a 
means of obtaining the result. 
The discussion in the committee room 
far outranked the denigrations of flip 
main body of the conference. 
Ignutiu? 
Donnelly, John P. Altgeld, A. P. Mc- 
Quirk, of Iowa, and George Fred W ill­ 
iams urged the committee to strike from 
the resolutions proposed a statement that 
any payment for railroads should be ex­ 
clusive of franchise value. 
“ Tuis is a lung fight,*'said Mr. Alt- 
geld, “and it will In* years before we 
come to tile actual discussion of the 
proposition on which Weare to base pay­ 
m ent. 
Lid us not encumber the discus­ 
sion with it now.** 
Henry George, Jr., however, took the 
other side of tho question, 
“ We are 
going before the people,” he said. 
“ I> t 
us go witfi the whole, plain truth, und 
let them judge of it.** 
Jerry Simpson also favored this view. 
He and McQuirk had a hot tilt. 
Many startling statem ents were made 
b e fo r e the committee, among them one 
by President M. L. Lockwood, iii which 
lie said that before the government own­ 
ership was finally secured it would Im* 
necessary to impeach at least one justice 
of the federal supreme court. The com­ 
m ittee also considered a proposition to 
recommend to the attention of congress 
Senator Pettigrew ’s bill for government 
ownership of railroads, but it was voted 
down. 
A num ber of set speeches were heard 
at the conference. 
Last night’s session was in the form 
of a massmeeting, which was held at 
tile Auditorium, and brought out some 
of tho strongest speakers among the

Amasa Thornton, of New York, took 
umbrage

by Judge Flem ing, of Kentucky, which j 
strongly condemned the currency bill | 
now before congress.

declared that the bill, if passed, will I 
“ enthrone the money oligarchy and e s ­ 
tablish a continental bank trust, mistake 
the people and destroy the republic to 
the end that free governm ent may perish 
from the earth.” 
A committee to prepare a memorial to 
the United States senate against the bill 
was provided for, and the people of the 
country are urged to gather at court 
houses, school houses and other public 
places to protest against the measure.

Such 
money, he argued, regulated iii amount in ac­ 
cordance with the population of the country, 
w ould be t he best and steadiest money ever 
seen in th** world.

T L ° cuttlefish possesses no 
real m o uth, but lias a long, cylin drical 
sucker w ith \\ hieb it a d h e re s firmly to 
the halt. 
T h e m ethod of c a p tu rin g the 
fish is as follow s: A long line from 
which a re suspend ed from 2G0 to 300 
hooks halted w ith p ortions of p ilc h a rd s 
(almost th e only bait the cuttlefish will 
takei Is let dow n Into the sea a n d nl 
lowed to stop there for abo ut h alf an 
hour.

A great ninny mcu have cranky Ideas 
about preparing their bills for ready 
handling. 
One plan is to fold each bill 
separately, keeping the deiioijiiuutious 
apart Iii the various divisions of their 
pocket books. 
This method facilitates 
the ai*arc*h for the desired {vin when 
making a purchase. 
This is almost a 
aure guard against passing out a bill 
of the wrong denomination. 
Then there are men who make a 
neat roll of all their bills. 
Tile tirst is 
rolled by Itself to about the size of ti 
lead pencil, the next is lapped about 
It, and so on to the end. 
Then a rub 
ber band Is placed about the e n tir e 
lot. 
When It is desired to use one of 
the hills, the rubber is removed and 
the end of the tirst hill cauf lit be 
tween the thumb and forefinger of the 
right hand while the roll Is held be 
tween the thumb and forefinger of the 
left hand. Then the hill is quickly un 
wound, none of the others being dis­ 
turbed. 
A great many men never carry a 
pocketbook. 
One reason for this is 
that a well worn purse more easily 
slips from the pocket than a roll of 
bills. Then, again, the bulk of a pock 
etbook Is annoying. 
It takes up too 
mach room, especially where the pan 
taloons are made sting. 
When pocket­ 
books are not carried, a favorite re­ 
ceptacle Is the watch pocket. 
When 
this Is used, tho bills are made up into 
a little, hard bunch. 
Their presence 
Ie always felt against the body. 
In a 
crowd there is no danger of losing 
them, and when traveling with any 
considerable sum this is a safe de­ 
pository. 
Some men have a fad of carrying a 
lot of new bills in an envelope that Is 
kept In one of the Inside pockets. Now 
and then a man Is found who keeps a 
few bills in every pocket. 
Ile goes on 
the theory that lf he Is robbed of one 
lot a sutllclrfit amount will remain to 
last him until he reaches home. 
Ile 
■tarts out feeling that he Is going to 
be robbed and makes provision to meet 
every possible emergency. 
He usually 
makes three folds of his bills aud 
tucks them away In the corners of bls 
pockets with extreme care. 
He does 
not feel surprised if he fluds upon 
making an inventory after 
arriving 
home that a part of his funds has dis 
appeared, as lie expected to be robbed. 
Any number of men are found who 
keep only a little working capital in 
their trousers pockets, the bulk of their 
funds being concealed in broad, flat 
walleta In the Inside pocket of their 
waistcoats. 
These bills are always ol 
large denominations aud folded once 
When a man brings forth his reserve 
funds. It will be found that all the 
bills have a smooth, bright appear­ 
ance. 
They have been with him so 
long that they are as flat as a sheet 
from a letter press. 
Very few men In this country carry 
coins in purses. In England purses are 
common. 
The material Is generally 
pigskin, but undressed kid Is also used 
extensively. 
The former have two 
compartments, one for small gold coins 
and the other for silver. 
It Is some 
times amusing to watch a man with a 
little undressed kid bag pay his fare 
on the street cars, especially lf be is 
wearing thick dogskin gloves. 
Only 
conductors with great patience can 
watch the proceeding with complacen­ 
cy. A woman eau pick out five peonies 
from beneath a roll of bills In coo 
alderably less time than It takes the 
man with the kid purse to bring forth 
a nickel. 
One reason 
that the kid 
purse Is not popular is because It feels 
like the half of a small dumbbell in 
the pocket when fairly well filled. 
Iu 
London It Is the proper thing to carry a 
pigskin owing to the large circulation 
of sovereigns. 
It Is essential to keep 
the gold aud silver separate in order to 
avoid mistakes. 
There are coin cranks ns well as pa 
per money cranks. 
Some years ago 
there lived a little, round faced man 
over in the Back Bay who came into 
the business district every week day 
morning at precisely 9 o’clock. 
In 
paying bls fare he always passed up a 
bright, new nickel that looked as if It 
had come to him fresh from the mint 
Where or how lie got them was a mys­ 
tery to the conductor, but he finally dc 
elded that his customer was connect 
ed with some banking institution and 


’hat the new money was used to es 
cape the chances of contracting disease 
through the handling of money flint 
had bern in corn mon use 
There are any number of people who 
cannot let go a new eoln without ex­ 
periencing a pang. 
They will hold on 
to a new I alf dollar until the last ex 
tremity 
Then there are those w h o 
visit tile subtreasury every few day* 
and get a pocketful of new IO cent 
pieces. 
They experience a special d< 
light In passing them out. ns they feel 
that those who receive them will won 
der “who that man is.’’

C U T T L E F ISH INK. 


T il * P e c u l i a r L i q u i d W h i c h T h l a C o ­ 
r i n n a A n i m a l E j e c t a . 
The cuttlefish t i e caught In great 
ounilicrs oft the Cornwall const and 
are used as a bait for tile cougar eel. 
for which this part of the world is cel­ 
ebrated. 
TL° cuttlefish possesses no 
real mouth, but has a long, cylindrical 
sucker with which It adheres firmly to 
the bait. The method of capturing tin 
fish is as follows: A long line from 
which are suspended from 2H0 to 300 
hooks baited with portions of pilchards 
(almost the only bait the cuttlefish will 
take) Is let down into the sea and al 
lowed to stop there for about half an 
hour. 
It is limn drawn up. and the 
cuttlefish arc found hanging by means 
of their suckers to the bait. 
The moment that they leave the wa 
ters they eject with considerable Tom 
a great quantity of deep, black, viscous 
substance which is about the consisten­ 
cy of treacle, and the stain made by it 
upon the clothes of the fishermen is 
permanent if it happens to fall upon 
them. 
I had a conversation with one man 
who has several times received a full 
charge In his face, ami he assured me 
that beyond the smell, which Is most 
nauseous, he felt no inconvenience at 
all. no smarting or pain iu his eyes ami 
no bad after effects. 
If any of the liquid gets upon th e 
nets. It rots them beyond repair un 
less It Is washed off Immediately. 
An 
other curious fact Is that this fluid 
will not Injure cloth In the slig h te s t 
degree beyond making a permanent 
stain. 
One man told me that lie had 
used a Jersey for several years which 
had been squirted all over ut d ifferen t 
times by these cephalopods, but th at 
except for the cloth being stained It 
was as good as ever. 
When this “ink" Is ejected under wa 
ter, It hangs In a sort of cloud and does 
not spread.—Loudon Leader.

Chicago, Feb. 14.—After a heated 
debate the resolutions committee of the 
a nti-trust conference decided to report 
in favor of governm ent ownership of 
railroads and for their seizure on pay- 
mi nt of actual vulue and without pay- 
m eat for watered stock or otner ficti­ 
tious values. 
There was a sharp discus­ 
sion in the committee and several tiltfr 
between members brought oil by an 
effort to make the platform read as it 
had been drawn up, that the govern­ 
ment should seize the railroad: rn pay­ 
ment of actual value and w ith .ut pay­ 
ment for franchise values. 
Unanimous 
action was ti mill v obtained bv rut! ilia 
out the words ‘\inneliise values,” in­ 
serting instead 
file phrase “ watered 
stork or other fictitious values.** 
Tho committee also unanimously fa­ 
vored direct popular legislation as a 
means of obtaining the result. 
The discussion iii the committee room 
far outranked the denigrations of tlie 
main body of the conference. 
Ignatius 
Donnelly, John P. Altgeld, A. P. M c 
Quirk, of Town, and George Fred W ill­ 
iams urged the committee to strike from 
tile resolutions proposed a statement that 
any payment for railroads should be ex­ 
clusive of franchise value. 
“ Tuis is a long fight,** said Mr. Alt­ 
geld, “ and it will lie years before we 
come to tho actual discussion of the 
proposition on which we are to base pay­ 
ment. 
Lot us not encumber the discus­ 
sion with if now.” 
Henry George, Jr., however, took the 
other side of the question. 
“ We are 
going befire the people,” ho said. 
“ Let 
us go wit Ti the whole, plain truth, mid 
lot them judge of it.” 
Jerry Simpson also favored this view. 
He and McQuirk had a hot tilt. 
Many startling statem ents were made 
before the committee, am ong them one 
bv President M. L. Lockwood, in which 
lu« said that before the government own­ 
ership was finally secured it would bo 
necessary to impeach at least one justice 
of the federal supreme court. Tin* com­ 
mittee also considered a proposition to 
recommend to the attention of congress 
Senator Pettigrew 's bill for government 
ownership of railroads, but it was voted 
down. 
A num ber of set speeches were heard 
at the conference. 
L ist n ight’s session was in the form 
of a ma:• selecting, which was held at 
tile Auditorium, and brought out some 
of the strongest speakers among the 
delegate*, including John P. Altgeld, 
F. S. Monnett, General Jones, S. II. 
OroHsby, George Fred W illiams and Tom 
L. Johnson. 
The platform adopted by the conven­ 
tion dechues for government ownership 
of all public utilities and natural monop­ 
olies, government money, the referen­ 
dum 
and direct legislation, and tho 
withdrawal of a ll protective tariffs from 
all articles controlled by a trust. 
Preceding and in connection Arith the 
platform is a long address to the people, 
which attacks ti ie Standard Oil and other 
trusts. 
One paragraph said: 
Wo m ake no assault upon bus inoss combina­ 
tions for diminishing productive cost and in- 
! creasing productive efficiency. 
The more ens- 
1 lly w ealth is produced, and th e m ore there is, 
the b etter for everybody—provided dist ribution 
be equitable. 
W hat we do attack is combina­ 
tions for coercing producers and lik e n in g p re­ 
d ictio n . It is suoh com binations th at consti­ 
tu te the trust evil and them we would abolish 
root an d branch. 
Amasa Thornton, of New York, took 
umbrage at one action of the con­ 
ference and refused to be longer identi­ 
fied w ith it. 
TI e trouble was caused by 
the adoption of resolutions introduced 
by Judge Fleming, of Kentucky, which 
strongly condemned the currency bill 
now before congress. 
The resolutions 
declared that the bill, if passed, will 
•“ enthrone the money oligarchy and es­ 
tablish a continental bank trust, enslake 
the people and destroy the republic to 
the end that free government may perish 
from the earth.” 
A committee to prepare a memorial to 
the United States semite against the bill 
was provided for, and the people of the 
country are urged to gather at court 
houses, school houses and other public 
places to protest against the measure. 
Thomas L. Johnson, of Ohio, chair­ 
man of the committee on perm anent or­ 
ganization, reported in favor of Frau!; 
S. Monnett, former attorney general of 
Ohio, for perm anent chairm an of the 
conference, and perm anent vice presi­ 
dents, representing most of the state- 
and territories, were recommended and 
approved by the convention.
